Congressional 
Budget Revolution 


Back in 1921 when pork barrel 


legislation for the most part was the 
inocuity of building a new postoffice 
when simple remodelling only was 
required, Congress created the Budget 
Bureau. 


Now 
styled 
the 
Office 
(if 


Management 
and 
Budget, 
the 


Bureau's intended function was to go 
over departmental money requests 
and blue pencil what appeared to be 
excessive. 


Eight years later Congress es- 


tablished the General Accounting Of- 
fice. 
Its 
functions 
are 
imposing 


uniform accounting standards on the 
various agencies and checking out how 
they spent what was appropriated lo 
them. 


Both offices were established to give 


Congress a better view of spending and 
taxing. 


The GAO's hindsight approach has 


been completely futile in holding the 
agencies in line and OMB is so much 
under the White House thumb that 
only the President 
and the OMB 


director really have a clcarcut picture 
of where the money drain is headed. 


The Congressional structure further 


contributes to this waste of taxpayer 
money. 


The House Ways and Means Com- 


mittee and the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee are all powerful within their 
respective domains and in regard to 
one another. If either chooses not to 
push on a sticky issue, an expensive 
compromise is guaranteed. 


Additionally, some appropriation 


measures do not pass under either 
Committee's preliminary scanning. 
The latest hike in Social Security 
benefits 
and taxes, 
for example, 


breezed through without cither Com- 
mittee being asked lo pass on their 
merits. 


Another 
leak in the dike is back 


door spending. Programs such as 
revenue sharing or water pollution 
receive lump sum grants which those 
agency 
chiefs 
dispense 
at 
their 


discretion. 


Last year thus helter skelter system 


resulted in Congress boondoggling 
Nixon'vS budget of $'>5t) billion by 
another $8 billion and at a time when 
inflation had passed Viet Nam as the 
No. 1 national calamity. 


The President, with clear public 


approval, impounded the funds. It 
caused great anguish among Congres- 
sional liberals and the bureaucrats, 
but the public fully supported Nixon's 
Rough Rider tactics. 


Stung by Nixon's rebuff and the 


public's criticism, the top members of 
both Committees joined in a tem- 
porary group to see what order it can 
bring out of this traditional chaotic 
way of doing business. 


Its recommendation is a Joint Bud- 


get Committee which would be em- 
powered, among other things, to im- 
pose an enforceable spending ceiling 
and to levy compulsory income sur- 
taxes to cover unacceptable deficits 
should Congress as a unit break 
through Ihe ceiling. 


If enacted into law, it would be the 


greatest upheaval within Congress 
since it first met in 1789. 


How big a revolution it may become 


or if any rebellion comes about 
depends upon the political tricky 
winds blowing through the House and 
Senate. 


The liberals fear the penny pinchers 


from the Finance and the Ways and 
Means Committees will dominate the 
Budget Committee; and whenever the 
spending 
ceiling poses 
a 
choice 


between the military or some social 
activist program, the admirals and 
the generals will prevail. 


Defense is a less controllable expen- 


diture than social uplift for the simple 
reason that if the country can not be 
protected from outsiders there will be 
nothing to uplift from within. 


Besides this liberal opposition, the 


Joint Committee faces two other foes. 


One is the distaste of any congres- 


sional member lo surrender any ves- 
tige of his individuality to enforced 
group thinking. Remember how long it 
took Congress to cut loose from its 
patronage hold on the Postal system? 


The other is a smaller, more con- 


servative group which favors a blun- 
derbuss approach. 


It would set a total spending ceiling 


early in the budget game, without 
allocating between the agencies. If, 
toward the end of the fiscal year, 
appropriations exceeded the ceiling, 
every agency would be cut back per- 
centagewise by a final "fail safe" bill. 
The bureaucratic misery, in short, 
would be shared equally. 


If and when Congress can forego its 


dalliance with Watergate, the chance 
for the Joint Committee or some ver- 
sion of it to be created this year is 
possible. 


Even some liberals admit their con- 


stituents yearn for greater fiscal res- 
ponsibility 
from 
the 
legislative 


branch. 


Two Truce Anniversaries 
Will Fall On July 27 


The Vietnam cease-fire agreement 


will be six months old on Friday, July 
27. By iif: apt coincidence, the same 
day marks the 20th anniversary of the 
cease-fire agreement that brought an 
end to Hie Korean War. The result in 
both cases was Ihe same: a sense of 
relief on the part of American comba- 
tants and civilians, but no feeling of 
elation such as followed VE and VJ 
Days in 1945. Cease-fire is not the 
same as victory. H is more akin to a tie 
ballgame, which has been likened to 
kissing one's sister. 


The lessons of Korea wore clear 


enough at the time, but they had to be 
learned again, at far greater cost, in 
Vietnam. T.R. Fehrenbach, who saw 
combat in Korea as an enlisted man 
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and an officer, had this to say as far 
back as 1963 (in a book entitled This 
Kind 
of War): "The Communist 


powers, 
notably 
Russia, 
would 


remember the rapid escalation from a 
small, almost civil-type conflict into a 
large-scale action involving most of 
the major powers of the world. After 
Korea, overt, brutal, armed aggres- 
sion, which had produced so violent — 
and unexpected — a counteraction 
from the West, would be avoided. Now 
the emphasis would be on infiltration, 
subversion, and insurgency to gain 
Communist ends in the fringe area; 
the trick was never again, as with the 
South Korean invasion, to give the 
West a clear moral issue." 


The Korean cease-fire did in fact 


bring an uneasy sort of peace to the 
northern Asian peninsula. But the only 
unquestioned accomplishment to date 
of the Vietnam cease-fire was ter- 
mination 
of 
the 
involvement of 


American ground forces in the war. 
The air war continues in Cambodia, 
although Congress 
and President 


Nixon have agreed that it will end on 
Aug. 15. And peaceful conditions can 
hardly be said to exist in South Viet- 
nam and Laos. Only when the bombs 
stop dropping and the guns stop firing 
will it be possible to 
determine 


whether the United States — or any of 
the other nations involved — has 
achieved "peace with honor."

Revolution: men did," and go- 
ing on to develop thai point by 
saying "we have a tendency lo 
assume lhat once we have made 
the right sort o( speeches and 
passed 
the 
proper 
kind of 


resolutions, nothing more needs 
lo be done." All of which make 
the further point that what men 
regard as injustice and tyranny 
are not eliminated or alleviated 
without efforts and actions by 
men; that words alone will not 
change things. 


You then lisl a number of 


problems beselting America as 
examples of how we as a people 
"have talked and resolved and 
deplored and condemned" and 
yet these problems remain. You 
then conclude that as a people 
today — in light of the problems 
which you enumerate — "We 
could take a hint from the men 
of 1776.

Even as he was testifying before 
Ihe Ervin Senate committee on 
Watergate, myths about former 
Attorney General John Mith- 
cell's status with President 
Nixon in earlier times persisted. 


Consistently 
he has 
been 


identified as the "man Nixon 
chose to manage his 1968 cam- 
paign." Yes, indeed, but very 
late in the game — after others 
had served for many critical 
months and a diligent nut un- 
successful search liad been con- 
ducted for still another. 


I have written earlier that 


Mitchell's vaunted closeness to 
Mr. Nxon was to a large extent a 
fantasy, and not just as applied 
to recent limes when he couldn't 
even gel In see the Big Man in 
the White House. 


1 hold to that, notwithstanding 


recent surprisingly onesided 
sympathy portrayals (how sad 
the fall of the strong man), 
which etch Mitchell as the Great 
Rock, the secure one on whom 
the President relied principally 
for political guidance virtually 
from the beginnings of his 19HS 
campaign. 


Actually, the first 
official 


Nixon campaign manager was 
Dr. Gaylord Parkinson, Califor- 
nia Republican stale chairman, 
who was chosen early in 1967 — 
not least to give the President's 
campaign a national scope and 
flavor and blunt the fact that at 
that 
stage 
it 
was heavily 


anchored mostly by widespread 
support among .• carefully cul- 


tivated southern GOP leaders. 


Mr. Nixon quickly discovered 


that Parkinson's flamboyance 
and lack of organizational skills- 
were a handicap. But he was 
saved having to dump him when 
the illness of Parkinson's wife 
caused him to withdraw. 


The next manager, picked in 


midsummer after a long lapse 
of lime, was former Oklahoma 
governor Henry Bellmon. He 
took Ihe job reluctantly on an 
interim basis, since he planned 
to run for the Senate (which lie 
dill, victoriously.) Bcllmon was 
mainly a figurehead, with the 
advertised real manager (he 
Washington-based Robert Ells- 
wfirlh, 
a 
former 
Kansas 


congressman. 


By lale winter, 1968, Bcllmon 


was gone. Officially "executive 
director" Ellsworth continued 
in charge while Nixon forces 
looked hard but vainly for an 
effective,

when the <iuest was abandoned 
and the job was given to John 
Mitchell, almost by a process of 
osmosis. He had been managing 
a light organizational ship in 
Mr.

The mosi common monitors, called scanners (since they au- 


tomatically scan through the various channels and lock-in when 
they pick up a broadcast) run from SIINI-S22D.
